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Legacy  to  RecLCross 
V As  Delano  Memorial 

Miss  Amy  Alexander,  an  old  resident 
ofjfcpringfield,  Mass.,  died  early  in  Jan- 
uaryL  and  in  her  will  has  left  to  the, 
American  Red  Cross  Nursing  Service 
$2,000\in  memory  of  Miss  Jane  A.  Del-! 
ano.  B is  also  learned  that  Miss  Alex-I 
ander  has  left  85,000  to  the  Springfield 
Chapter.- 

Miss  Alexander  was  the  descendant  of 
a fine  New  England  family  and  spept 
her  life  in  the  beautiful  old  family  house 
in  Springfield,  which  is  one  of  the  ci,ty’s 
landmarks.  In  stature  she  was  tiny, /but 
she  was  enddjved  with  a great  natural 
dignity  and  impressed  one  with  her  en- 
ergy and  determination.  She  was  a/great 
philanthropist,  very  generous,  but  ex- 
tremely wise  in  ' the  distribution  ipf  her 
benefits.  Her  will  is  evidence  ,0f  her 
many  philanthropies,  as  she  has  made 
bequests  to  various  Springfield  /institu- 
tions. j 

It  was  Miss  Alexander  who  Organized 
the  Red  Cross  Chapter  in  Springfield. 
She  remained  a loyal,  faithful  member 
of  it  until  her  death,  taking  a great  deal 
of  interest  in  its  affairs  and  giving  gen- 
erously to  its  activities. 

Circumstances  made  Miss  (Alexander  a 
close  and  intimate  friend  of  Miss  Jane 
A.  Delano.  When  the  Local  Committee 
on  Red  Cross  Nursing  Service  was  or- 
ganized in  Springfield,  about  1912,  Miss 
Delano  appointed  her  not/  only  as  a lay 
member  but  also  as  its  Chairman;  and 
she  remained  in  this  office  until  May  1, 
1935,  when  it  was  necessary  for  her  to 
resign  because  of  failing  health  and  in- 
ability to  take  an  active  part  in  building 
up  committee  interest. 

Through  the  efforts  of  I^iss  Alexan- 
der, Red  Cross  first  a*d  stations  were 
established  and  maintained  annually  at 
the  time  of  the  Eastern  Status  Exposi- 
tion. In  its  contact  with  this  remark- 
able woman,  the  Red  Cross!  Nursing 
Service  found  hqi-  sensitive,  exceedingly 
proud  of  her  Refl  Cross  connections  and 
a very  true  friehd,  not  only  to  the  Red 
Cross  organization  but  to  all  Red  Cross 
nurses  with  whom  she  came  in  contact. 

Haiti  Honofs-  Red  Cross 

The  American  Red  Cross,  which  re- 
cently aided  the  Haitians  deported  from 
Santo  Doipingo,  has  been  awarded  the 
Haitian  National  Order  of  “HonneUr  et 
Merite”  with  the  rank  of  “Comrqan- 
deur.” 

The  decoration,  transmitted  through 
the  State  Department,  was  acknowledged 
by  Vice  Chairman  Fieser,  who  wrote  *to 
the  Pfesident  of  Haiti  his  “deep  appre- 
ciation of  this  high  distinction,  which 
will  ever  be  a token  of  the  sympathy  and 
friendship  which  binds  together  the 
people  of  our  two  countries.” 


Braille  Cookbook 

Strange  to  say,  a blind  woman  finds 
cooking  easy  and  has  no  trouble  with 
her  utensils  if  no  one  interferes  and 
changes  pots  and  pans  from  place  to 
place.  She  can  run  her  own  kitchen 
competently  as  long  as  she  knows  the 
layout  of  the  room  and  knows  where 
she  can  find  the  things  she  needs. 

Authority  for  this  statement  is  Cathe- 
rine Donnelly,  corresponding  secretary 
of  the  Blind  Players’  Club  of  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  who  was  one  of  two  blind 
women  who  recently  prepared  a luncheon 
as  a demonstration  for  leaders  of  the 
Brooklyn  Chapter.  She  and  Miss  Sadie 
Oliver,  also  a member  of  the  club,  used 
the  cookbook  recently  transcribed  in 
braille  by  volunteers  of  the  Chapter  for 
the  club  mentioned.  Following  the 
luncheon,  the  new  cookbook,  comprising 
233  pages  in  three  braille  volumes,  was 
formally  turned  over  to  the  club,  which 
has  year-round  vacation  headquarters  in 
Suffern,  New  York. 

This  is  the  first  time,  according  to 
Miss  Edna  A.  Wood,  Chairman  of 
Braille  for  the  Chapter,  that  the  Brook- 
lyn braillists  have  turned  out  a cook- 
book for  the  use  of  blind  women.  It 
took  eight  volunteers  several  months  to 
complete  the  transcription,  which  was 
done  at  the  request  of  Miss  Lena  Klein, 
treasurer  of  the  club  mentioned. 

This  club  is  supported  by  public  ap- 
peals and  by  the  money  raised  from  the 
play  which  is  put  on  every  year  at  the 
Brooklyn  Academy  of  Music,  with  the 
blind  taking  part.  During  the  summer 
the  club  takes  under  its  care  convales- 
cents who  have  undergone  operations  on 
their  eyes,  or  blind  people  who  are  dis- 
couraged by  their  plight.  The  club  tries 
to  help  them  both  mentally  and  phys- 
ically by  taking  them  for  walks,  reading 
to  them,  and  creating  a pleasant  atmos- 
phere. 

The  Brooklyn  braillists  have  tran- 
scribed many  textbooks  for  the  use  of 
blind  students  at  Brooklyn  College.  So 
much  interest  was  aroused  there  that  a 
group  of  its  students  have  been  taking 
the  Chapter’s  braille  course  so  as  to 
transcribe  for " their  blind  companions. 
When  such  books  are  no  longer  needed, 
they  are  sent  to  the  Service  for  the  Blind 
of  the  Library  of  Congress  at  Wash- 
ington. 

During  the  past  year  27  volunteer 
braillists  transcribed  128  volumes,  com- 
prising 11,855  pages.  In  the  braille  book- 
binding department,  138  volumes,  com- 
prising 13,266  pages,  were  bound  during 
the  year  by  nineteen  volunteers.  Each 
page  must  be  shellacked,  folded,  sawed, 
and  sewn  before  the  covers  can  be 
put  on.
